When President Eisenhower 
asked 
Con­ 
gress for $4 175 billion in foreign aid au thor­ 
izations last Janu ary , the argu ment was u sed 
that this was an irredu cible minimu m. That 
had been the argu ment since the end of 
World War II. 


In April, he was giv en v irtu ally what he 
bad asked for —au thorization to spend $ 1,- 
318.400.000 in new money and to continu e 
$2,7 20,100,000 
in 
au thorizations 
prev iou sly 
v oted. 


This rou nded ou t a total of $7 4 billion giv en 
by the United States to its allies and foes in 
World W7ar II—$62 billion in gifts, another 
$12 billion in loans that tu rned ou t in many 
cases to be gifts. 


It rou nded ou t, too, a policy withou t prec­ 
edent in history . The United States had gone 
fu ll circle with a theory that the way to av ert 
another war was to u nderwrite the cost of 
creating a postwar balance of power that 
wou ld make another one impossible. 


THE 8 6TH CONGRESS heard for the first 
time since the beginning of foreign aid in 
1945 the claim that the fu lfillment of the 
foreign aid policy was in sight—that 
the 
United States had accomplished what it set 
ou t to do and shou ld taper off its spending. 


The claim was stou tly denied. The Eisen- 
hower administration, itself, was foremost in 
deny ing that the end of foreign aid was in 
sight. Yet it was to be the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration in the closing months 
of 
its 
stewardship that was to 
sou nd an 
alarm 
abou t the dangerou s effect of the handou t 
era on the U.S. gold su pply . 
When President Eisenhower sends his last 


bu dget to Congress nex t month, the foreign 
aid requ est will be the immediate focu s of 
interest. 
Ev ery potential recipient of foreign aid will 
share with ev ery U.S. tax pay er a liv ely inter­ 
est in the effect of the gold crisis on gov - 
ernment spending abroad. 
Will there be a massiv e pu ll-back of U.S. 
military forces from ov erseas bases, to min­ 
imize the drain on gold reserv es? 
Will West Germany be told it can pay for 
the su pport of U.S. troops, or face the cost 
of gu arding its own territory ? 
Will France be told that the United States 
is no longer willing to u nderwrite the cost 
of is Algerian war? 
Will all the beneficiaries of U.S. economia 
and military aid be pu t on notice that in the 
y ears ahead they will hav e a choice of re­ 
placing it ou t of their own resou rces or go­ 
ing withou t it? 
Will the net effect of the gold reserv e 
scare be to bring home the Yankees that so 
many foreigners hav e been u rging ‘‘to 
go 
home” ? 


THIS IS what Americans 
believ ed 
was 
the hope of the policy that had bu rdened them 
with near-wartime tax es long after the end 
of the war. 
If it su cceeded—if the Sov iet Union and the 
Commu nist Conspiracy cou ld be held off u ntil 
war-battered nations had regained 
t h e i r 
strength—the United States wou ld hav e fin­ 
ished the job. 
It nev er was contemplated that foreign aid 
wou ld go on forev er. It nev er was foreseen 
that it wou ld go on u ntil the United States 
was beginning to ru n ou t of gold reserv es. 


Un ited States W ill Pro tect Itself 


Remember the two employ es of National 
Secu rity Agency who ran away to the Sov iet 
Union to betray the United States? Their 
nam es were Martin and Mitchell. 
They hav e been heard from again, this time 
in an interv iew in Moscow for the Ru ssian 
press. The United States, they told their new 
iriends is Ru ssia, will continu e to spy on 
Sov iet Union u nder the Kennedy adminis­ 
tration. 
. They qndou btediy are right abou t this. If 
the Kennedy administration did not intend to

Measu ring snow, nex t to meas­ 
u ring fish, is a job ready -made 
for liars. 
Well, not ex actly liars, may be, 
bu t people who hate to spoil a 
story . 
One of my associates has ju st 
shown m e—for his 
enjoy ment— 
the snow measu rements in fou r 
newspapers pu blished 
within 
a 
few miles of each other. Althou gh 
the measu rements all were made 
of the same snowfall at abou t the 
sam e time, they v aried as mu ch 
as 100 per cent. 
Snowmeasu ring needs to be done 
by description, instead of nu mer­ 
als. It is impossible to measu re 
snow accu rately , so why continu e 
with the farce of reporting it in 
inches? 
When wind v elocity is estimated, 
no one pretends to be accu rate; 
the estimates are giv en as be­ 
tween a minimu m and a max i­ 
mu m. cov ering a range of almost 
100 per cent. 
W'hen windstorms are being de­ 
scribed, the terms u sed are v agu e. 
A light breeze gradu ally tu rns into 
a moderate wind, a strong, wind, 
a gale, a storm and a hu rricane. 
There is a table of common 
signs 
to 
show 
the 
difference. 
Leav es ru stle in a light breeze. 
In a moderate wind, the leav es 
oscillate and branches bend. In a 
strong wind, they blow off. In a 
gale, the whole tree bends, and 
in a hu rricane it blows ov er. This 
is pu tting it cmdely , bu t it con­ 
v ey s the idea. 
The idea abou t snow, that is. 
In a light snow, the stu ff can 
be seen bu t cannot be picked u p. 
There isn’t enou gh of it. 
A moderate snow can be picked 
u p bu t isn’t worth shov eling. An 
au tomobile cannot get stu ck in it, 
ev en if the driv er is inept.

Light snow is a trace, moder 
ate snow means dogs will come

be thrown ou t bodily and crippl­ 
ing storm means the snow is so 
deep they cannot reach t e r r a - 
firma with their feet and hav e a 
terrible time doing what they were 
thrown ou t to do. 
There is no attempt to measu re 
the stu ff in inches. Snow cannot 
be measu red that way ; it is not 
a measu rable su bstance.

Maintenance of traditional Am­ 
erican alliances with the Atlantic 
commu nity of nations 
is there­ 
fore 
still 
considered 
obligatory . 
This is confirmed by the Com­ 
mu nists’ driv e to split the U.S. 
and Eu rope 
Their continu ing co-operat i o n 
may pu t some strain on American 
relations with former Eu ropean 
colonies now feeling their mu scles 
as 
independent 
cou ntries. 
They 
will retu rn to the U N. knowing 
better what they want and more 
ex perienced in how to go abou t 
getting it. 
The problem of the United States 
is to conv ince these new cou ntries 
that their goals for freedom and 
indep :dence are compatible with 
the democracies’—not the Com­ 
mu nists’—hopes and ambitions for 
their dev elopment. 
The Kennedy 
administra t i o n 
mu st find way s and means to 
achiev e these goals withou t ov er­ 
spending on foreign aid. This mu st 
be done to maintain confidence in 
the sou ndness of the American 
dollar at home and abroad.

It 
was u nfair criticism and the tru th 
is few people know the strain on 
a present-day president 
who is 
v irtu ally on 24-hou r du ty ev ery day 
of the y ear. He is only a few min­ 
u tes away from a telephone no 
m atter where he is. 
The pressu re on a president is 
incredible. Hence the -elief that he 
gets by going to the golf links for 
a cou ple of hou rs two or three 
times a w’eek is important to his 
health and the maintenance of an 
alert mind. 


A PRESIDENT, 
for ex ample, 
can’t ju st take time off and walk 
downtown. It wou ld create 
to o 
mu ch 
commotion. 
There 
is 
a 
chance, howev er, 
for rest from 
the tensions of the presidential 
office in play ing golf 
The United Press International, 
in a dispatch from the President­ 
elect’s headqu arters in Florida the 
other day , said: 
“ Kennedy is opposed to press 
cov erage of his golf and newsmen 
were told tonight by press secre­ 
tary Pierre Salinger that no photo­ 
graphs of Kennedy on the links 
wou ld be permitted prior to the 
inau gu ration. 
He promised 
theie 
wou ld be 
some golfing pictu res after Ken­ 
nedy becomes president. Salinger 
said Kennedy regards his golf- 
play ing as a personal part of his 
life and separated from his pu blic 
or official activ ities." 
Some members of the press may 
not agree with that interpretation 
bu t this correspondent has alway s 
felt that the personal life 
of 
a 
president shou ld not be intru ded 
u pon by 
reporters or photogra­ 
phers. Many y ears ago this writer 
cov ered the White Hou se for The 
Associated Press and, when Presi­ 
dent Wilson went to the golf links 
twice and sometimes three times 
a week—ev en in wartime—it wasn’t 
considered news. There was men­ 
tion occasionally of golf-play ing by 


President 
Taft 
bu t largely 
be­ 
cau se he trav eled a good deal and 
play ed more golf away from Wash­ 
ington than he did there. 


IT MIGHT BE argu ed that the 
names of golfing partners become 
news, especially if they are in­ 
div idu als who hav e political or oth­ 
er bu siness with the president from 
time to time. Bu t ev en su ch men­ 
tion, it wou ld seem, is something 
that inv ades priv acy . 
Certainly if the president wants 
to play golf, or go swimming in 
the White Hou se pool, or spend an 
ev ening at bridge or poker, he ou ght 
ou ght to be permitted to do so 
withou t hav ing the fact proclaim­ 
ed as if it were an interru ption of 
pu blic bu siness. 
Today , ev ery time President Ei­ 
senhower goes to the golf links, 
this fact is reported on the press- 
association wires. Its repetition or 
reiteration can’t help bu t giv e an 
impression that he is loafing on the 
job The reports hav e been plainly 
u sed by political partisans on Cap­ 
itol Hill for that pu rpose. 
Will they now say that Mr. Ken­ 
nedy is golfing while Laos or Ethi­ 
opia is bu rning u p—and why isn’t 
he working on “bold and imagina­ 
tiv e” ideas? 
It is to be hoped that the new 
President 
will 
be 
spared 
su ch 
forms of criticism. To engage in 
phy sical ex ercise of some kind is 
su rely not a sin or a v iolation of 
law, nor is it a neglect of du ty 
in the interests of health. 
Mr. Eisenhower s good health it 
in large part du e to his determina­ 
tion to ignore the critics and get 
some relax ation and recreation on 
the golf links. This has contri­ 
bu ted a great deal to his ex cel­ 
lent phy sical condition since his 
heart attack and later su rgical op­ 
eration. 


THESE ARE also other kinds of 
criticism that ou ght to be ou t of 
bou nds. One is the u nfav orable 
comment made ev ery now and then 
when a president accepts gifts from 
v ariou s 
citizens, 
especially 
o f 
articles that hav e some v alu e. 
Those who make a point of em­ 
phasizing this sort of thing conv ey 
the idea that it represents an at­ 
tempt to bu y pu blic fav or. The 
president wou ld be embarrassed if 
he sou ght to v alidate su ch an as­ 
su mption by declining gifts ten­ 
dered to him. 
It’s the same old problem of 
conflict of interest. An honest pu b­ 
lic serv ant obey s only one master— 
the pu blic interest—and does not 
allow any other consideration to 
affect his official ru lings. 
For

president 
to 
say 
he 
wou ldn’t accept any gift is to im­ 
ply that all gift-giv ers hav e or 
might hav e an u lterior motiv e. If 
a man can be tru sted with the 
highest office in the land, he su rely 
ou gi to be tru sted to decide that, 
in accept.ng gifts from sincere ad- 
mmers, he is not doing any thing 
wrong and that, in taking time 
ou t for a little recreatitx i. he is 
not neglecting the pu blic bu siness.
